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Can English Do It Again? 


Only team in the state to defeat Peabody in 1945, 
Lynn English has already been beaten to the punch this 
year by two others but hopes to chalk up its second suc¬ 
cessive win over the powerful Tanners. 

A year ago the outcome of the Peabody-English 
game had an important bearing on the state champion¬ 
ship race. This year the result of the annual battle be¬ 
tween the two is of no consequence so far as the title 
race is concerned but each will nevertheless be striving 
to gain a victory at the expense of the other. 

Highly-regarded at the beginning of the season as 
a possible championship contender, Peabody has failed 
to live up to expectations and has already been elim¬ 
inated. The Tanners have scored 103 points in five 
games to 54 for the combined opposition but their rec¬ 
ord includes only three wins against two losses. The 
wins were over Wakefield, 34 to 8; Lowell, 50 to 0, and 
Revere, 13 to 0. The losses were to Lynn Classical, 
26 to 6, and to Beverly, 20 to 0, occurring in both in¬ 
stances at the hands of fine teams which are undefeated 

English was also expected to be an important factor 
in the Class A race this year but has only two wins in 
five starts to show for its work although its three iosses, 
all in a row, were by heart-breaking margins in contests 
where the Red and Gray completely outplayed its oppo¬ 
nents only to wind up on the short end in the scoring 
department. 

New Coach Carl Palombo and his staff made an im¬ 
pressive debut with wins over Chelsea, 42 to 7, and 
Lowell, 27 to 0. In those first two games English gave 
evidence of more scoring punch than in several years. 

But then English dropped three games in succes¬ 
sion, the total margin of defeat in the three games 
being only nine points. In each of the three, English 
missed opportunities to score touchdowns that would 
have led to victory instead of defeat, but Lady Luck 
failed to smile at the proper moments. 

The three English setbacks were from Salem, 15 
to 13; from Beverly, 12 to 6, and from Lawrence, 14 to 
13. The margin of defeat in the Salem game was a field 
goal. In the Beverly game it was a 91yard runback of an 
intercepted pass. In the Lawrence game it was a last- 
minute scoring drive which started from behind the 
enemy goal after English had barely missed pushing 
over the winning touchdown. 

The Red and Gray has piled up 101 points in five 
games to 48 for the combined opposition, and its record 
in this respect is closely akin to that of Peabody. But 
on the basis of its work in recent weeks, English ap¬ 
pears to possess more offensive power than Coach Bill 
Seeglitz’ visitors. 

Rival coaches and scouts who have seen English in 
action say the Red and Gray has one of the most pow¬ 
erful ground attacks in the state. True it is that none of 
the five teams already played has been able to halt the 
English running attack completely. Even the stout Bev¬ 
erly line was penetrated repeatedly by English. 

Moreover, English has an aerial attack which is 
also dangerous. When it clicks, it produces touchdowns 
and when it misses it doesn’t miss by much. Both on 
the ground and in the air English has the power td 
become one of the state’s best teams. A more adequate 
defense against passes would find English still in the 
ranks of the undefeated. 


Les Locke, Dick Cahill, Charley Ruddock and Murray 
Fisher; fine blocking backs in Bill Bucklin, Dick Nar- 
della and Bob Anasoulis; fine passers in Whelan, Rud¬ 
dock, Locke, and Cahill. The problem of Coach Palombo 
has been to find the right combination in the backfield 
and he has used these eight boys interchangeably in 
previous games seeking to put the strongest four on the 
field as conditions demanded. 

The veteran Ejiglish line, composed of lettermen 
from end to end, has played grand football not only this 
year but in earlier seasons. Jack Hennessey and Co- 
Capt. Marty Smith are a pair of rangy, veteran ends, 
good pass-catchers and useful as ball-carriers on end- 
around plays. Bill Kavanaugh and Co-Capt. Vin Di- 
Grande are two husky, veteran tackles with DiGrande 
also a placement artist. Bill Driscoll and Bill McIntosh, 
the guards, were lettermen in 1945, Driscoll as a guard 
and McIntosh as an end. Joe Penney, center, is a vet¬ 
eran two-year letterman. 

With so many veterans and with so many talented 
newcomers, with such a fine attack and with a good 
defense, nobody can figure out how English has lost 
three games out of five. And those who saw those three 
losing contests can’t figure it out either, for in every 
game En.glish was clearly the better team on the field, 
only to suffer bad breaks and become the victim of un- 
matchable poor luck. Coach Palombo and his boys figure 
they’ve had their share of reverses for the season and 
may go the rest of the way without further setback. 

English has a good chance to get back into the win 
column against Peabody today. Peabody, a veteran team, 
has not shown the anticipated improvement over 1945. 
With a big line and a fast, versatile backfield, the Tan¬ 
ners have been a potentially-great team but just could¬ 
n't seem to click against the great Classical and Beverly 
elevens. 

Jimmy Smyrnios is one of the state’s best half¬ 
backs and Capt. Hercules Harris is a fine ball-carrier 
and passer. Henry Heidler, veteran end, is a good pass- 
catcher, and Harold Baker, although he weighs only 140 
pounds, is a fine line-bucker. From tackle to tackle 
Peabody has the weight and experience to make a fine 
line. If Peabody clicks today as it has on past occasions, 
the game promises to be exciting and full of thrills. 

English hadn’t beaten Peabody since 1933 until 
Dick Cahill ran 40 yards for the only touchdown which 
turned the trick in 1945. Maybe the Lynners are hoping 
to start a winning streak of their own to offset the rec^ 
ord of Peabody’s long domination. But to win they’ll 
have to earn the victory against a Peabody eleven which 
has come back from the depths of defeat more than 
once in the past to resume its consistent winning ways.
